Then split the bird com pletely j 
down the back , get rid of the in­ 
sides, w ash the bird well and cut 
aw ay any places that show blood 
deposits from shot. 
Dry with pape r tow eling and 
place under refrigeration for at 
least a day. Unless there is ex ­ 
cessive 
evidence

shotholes 
and blood, birds need not be 
soak ed overnight before cook ing. 
Cook gam e birds by the sam e 
m ethods you would use for poul­ 
try. You'll need to use som e 
fat—butter, m arga rine or bacon. 
And since all gam e has a d ark 
surface when roasted, it m ay a p­ 
pear to be done before it a c tu­ 
ally is.

dient lists that arc obviously out 
of use-sequcnce in the directions 
or techniques are net acceptable. 


Cost is not an accurate guide 
to cook book quality. Some ex cel­ 
lent book s cost a dollar or two. 
as in many food company offers, 
or as much as 12, 15 or oven 25 
dollars. The good buys are ones 
that include several categories of 
lorxl. m any recipes and descrip­ 
tive illustrations or photographs. 
Besides recipes, information on 
how to buy, menu planning, food 
storage and serving is helpful.
